THE CHINA COTTON CROP. 

The cotton crop in the districts near 
Shanghai being an abundant one, this ar- 
tide would have been cheap this season, 
but for efforts to ‘corner’ the market hav- 
ing been successfully made by sume shrewd 
merchants. Knowing that that staple 
would be largely required for the cotton 
mills, says our native informant, they have 
bought up the productions from the far-
